Section 1561, Any persoen found in any publie place in such a
state of intoxication as to disturb others or unable, by 1eason
of his condition, to care for his own sifety or the safety of others,
shall, upon eonvietion thereof, te punished by a fne not exceed-
ing * * * twenty-fire dollars or by imprisonment in the
county jail for not more than * * * {en days, or by bhoth
such fine and imprisonment; but this section shall not abridge
the powers of cities and villages to provide a different .mode of
punishment for such offenses nor he applicable to any city or
village which has, pursuant to its charter, enacted an ordinance
for the punishment of such offense.
